| SPEECH ON GIVING INSIGNIA.

LONDON, Jan. 29.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} The following is the text of the 
address of King Edward VII to thd 
Crown Prince of Germany, Frederick 
Withelm, on the occasion of His Maj- 
esty’s presenting the insignia of the 
Order of the Garter to the Crown 
Prince in the council chamber in Os- 
borne House: 

“Sir: In conferring upon your impe- 
rial and royal highness the ancient and 
most noble Order of the Garter, which 
was founded by my ancestor (Edward 
Ill) many centuries ago, I invest you 
with the order of knightood, not only 
as the heir to the throne of a mighty 
empire, but also as a relative. It was 
the wish of my beloved mother, the 
Queen, to bestow it on you as a mark 
of her favor, and I am only carrying 
out her wishes, end am giad to do so 
to one af my Illustrious relatives. 

“To the German Emperor, to whom 
I wish to exprees my sincere thanks 
for having assisted in attending and 
watching over the Queen and remain- 
ing with her until her last moment, I 
desire to ex the hope that. my ac- 
tion tn conferring on you this aacient 
order may yet further cement and 
strengthen the feeling which exists be- 
tween the two great countries; and that 
we may go forward, hand in hand

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) As a result of a bit- 
ter fight which has been in progress 
in the War Department for sgyeral 
weeks, action has been taken by Sec- 
retary Root which will probably re- 
sult in preventing @ public scandal 
caused by Congressional investigation. 
Nothing would have been heard of the 
matter save for the clashing interests 
of rival railroads and the desire of the 
old Huntington interests to monopolize 
the whole business of transportation 
of troops and supplies across the con- 
tinent to San Francisco, en route for 
the Philippines. 

The principal fight has been letween 
the Southern Pacigc and the Santa Fé 
and official correspondence on the sub- 
ject has also involved a serious differ- 
ence of opinion between Secretaries 
Root and Gage. Formerly it was the 
custom to give the Union and Central 
Pacific roads all the business, because 
these roads were heavily in debt to the 
government. Since the adjustment of 
the debt, a change was made. 80 
Gage decided there was no longer a 
necessity of giving all the government 
business to the bond-aided roads, and 
so advertised for bids for transport- 
ing the troops. As a result, the Santa 
Fé submitted bids, in some cases, 50 
per cent. lower than the Huntington 
lines had charged. 

The Quartermaster-General awarded 
the contract to the Santa Fé, merely 
submitting the papers to the Secretary 
of War as a matter of form. He was 
surprised to receive an order direct 
from the Secretary of War himself, 
cancelling the contract and directing 
that all this business be sent over the 
Southern Pacific, as heretofore. Sec- 
retary Root took the ground that it 
was illegal and inexpedient to use any 
other lines except bond-aided roads 
until they had cancelled all their in- 
debtedness to the government.

The President talked about 
it with the members of bis Cabinet for 
a good while teday, and the chances 
are that he himself does not yet know 
whether there will be an extra seasion 
of not. He still hopes to be able to 
avoid it, but it remains largely with 
the Senate to say whether there shai! 
be one or not. 

If the Senate persists in dallytng 
along with public business at the rate 
that it hag been going thus far this ses 
sion, there must be an extra one to at- 
tend to public business. Republicans, 
as well as Democrats, have thus far 
joined in spending the time. The Sen- 
ators today tried to get up a legisia- 
tive programme that would obviate the 
necessity for an extra session. They 
have failed so far. Nobody will agree 
te anything that anybody else wants. 
Meanwhile it looks as if Congress 
would be obliged to deal with the Cu- 
ban constitutional question before 
long. and it will be in ne shape to 
handle this big question and get rou- 
tine business out of the way before 
March 4. 

The situation is stimmed up tonight 
in saying. that if Congress does not do 
something in the way of legislation for 
the Philippines and handle all the rou- 
tine business, there will be an exztra 
setsion. If the Cuban constitution 
comes here for ratification, that will 
cause an extra session, anyway. 

All thie has a bearing upon the 
President's proposed trip to the Coast 
next spring. The President does not 
want to give up that trip, and he has 
not given it up, but it has been sug- 
gested here that it might be well for 
Californians to go a hit slow in making 
their arrangements, until they see 
whether there will be.an extra session 
or not. Things will develop fast within

LONDON, Jan. 29. —|Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Times, in 
an editorial dealing with the 
constant excess of the value of 
British imports over exports, 
especially in reference to the 
United States, says it consid- 
ers the matter one of utmost . 
moment, because it is a ques- 
tion whether the British are 
etill saving and living Within 
their income, or are beginning 
to live on the accumulated 
savings of former times. It 
adds that the difficulty is how 
to determine, even with ap- 
proximate accuracy, the 
amount of so-called invisible 
exports, the date of these items 
being hypothetical, not to say 
conjectural. It quotes from a 
letter of a financial corre- 
spondent, J. W. Cross, from 
which it appears, if the data are 
accurate, that Great Britain 
has just been paying her way 
for the last three years. 

The Times, however, thinks 
it ie important to remember 
that the estimate is conjec- 
tural, because it may err in 
either direction by many mil- 
lions of pounds, and if it errs 
in an unfavorable direction 
the outlook will be distinctly 
disquieting for the commer- 
ciaffature of Great Britain. It 
deems it most important to 
obtain accurate and definite 
statistics, and instances as a

OLD DUNDEE NEWSPAPER. 


The Times has received from the 
publishers of the Dundee Advertiser a 
facsimile copy of the weekly edition 
of that paper issued January 16, 1801. 
The Dundee Weekly Advertiser at that 
time consisted of cight pages with 
three wide columns on each page, and 
was the largest of the Scottish news- 
papers of the period. Speakigg of in- 
telligence received from Pennsylvania

yeats ago the United States 
A stereme Court was required to 
wer this question: An engineer 
PGA Ross, in the employ of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Rallroad, 
was injured through the negligence of 
the conductor of his train. It collided 
with another. and he had neglected to 
give the engineer an order for the 
running of his train. as the rules of the 
company require. The r sued 
the company. and ©‘ sought to shield 
itself behind the rule that the engineer 
and conductor were fellow-servants. 
What answer did the court make? 

The opinion was aiven by Justice 
Field. He began by inquiring, “What 
is essential to render the service in 
which different persons are engaged 
a common employment?” He remarked 
that the question had caused great 
conflict of opinion. and then described 
how far the English had gone 
in sweeping men employed by the same 
péreon into the same class as fellow- 
servants, One of these cases, which 
perhaps had gone furjher than any 
other In this ccuntry. was Holden 
Fitchburg Rallroad. decided by the 
Supreme Court of Massachusetts, in 
which the court held that an employé 
could not- maintain an action agai 
his emplover for an injury caused by 
the fault or negligence of another em- 
ployé, even though the two were not 
working In company. nor had any op- 
portunity to control or influence the 
conduct of each other. Indeed, the rule 
that they were fellow-sServante ex- 
tended “to every case In which the two, 
deriving their authority and their com 
pensation from the same source, are 
engaged in the same business. though 
in different departments of duty.” Ac- 
cordinely, it was held in that case that 
a corporation was not lable 
brakeman on oRe of its trains for in- 
juries suffered from the nexligent set- 
ting up and uee of a derrick by wortk- 
men employed in widening the rall- 
road. on the -'4 ground, forscoth, that 
he was a fellow-servant with those 
employed about thé derrick. That case 
merks the extreme 
and no ether in this. country. except 
the Farwell case. the oldest dealing 
with the subject. wes to sustain 
such an advanced position. 

After this introduction Justice Field 
took up the immediate question. The 
remarked that there was a clear dis- 
tinction between servants of a corpoi- 
ation that exercised no supervision 
ever others engaged with them in the 
canm® emplcyment, and its egents who 
were clothed with the control of a dis- 
tinct department. A conductor, having 
the entire control and management of 
a railway train, occupies a very differ- 
ent position from the in, the 
porters and other subordin em- 
ployed. He is, In fact, and shc wid be, 
treated as the personal representative 
of the for whose wegli- 
get.ce it is responsible to subordinate 
servants.” 

Justice Field then reviewed several 
cases in which this opinion had been 
declared by the State courts, 4welling 
at length on the Keary case, decided 
by the Supreme Court of Ohlo, which 
wes noticed in a previous article. Four 
judges dissented, hewever, so that the 
rule was adopted by the Gare majority 
of the court. As soon as it wos an- 
nounced friends and critics quickly 
rose to the surface. It was clearly con- 
trary to the prevailing view in many 
States, yet the rule was deemed most 
just and wise by those who under- 
stood ite far-reaching importance. 
THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE 

COURT'S ACTION. 

The State courts had not long to 
wait for an opportunity to use the 
Ross cecision as an authority in sup- 
port of their rulings, or to frown upon 
it. In almost every case the opinion 
was regarded with favor. The Supreme 
Court of North Carolina Was one of 
the first to give utterance. The occa- 
sion was the review of the caze of Ma- 
son against the Danville Railroad. The 
court boldly eaid, that the Ross cuee 
costained “the clearest and most ‘phil- 
osophical discussion of the subje-t,” who 
are servants engag:4dinacommon em- 


ployment, “to be found In any author- 
ity to whi have have had access.” 
This view a conductor's relation to. 


his employer “seems to us & reason- 
able and just one, and it will insure 
care in the selection of such agents, 
and thus give greater security to the 
servants enraged under him in an em- 
requiring the. utmost vig- 
lance on their part and pt and 
unhesitating obedience to his orders.” 
LOUISIANA. 

In Loulsiana the Supreme Court, after 
regarding the decision with favor, de- 
pressingly remarked that “in matters of 
this kind where one enters upon the 
study of the infinite number of de- 
cisions which had been rendered by a 
multitude of courts, he encounters a 

mass of contradictory decisions and an 
infinite variety of qualifications which 


stupify the mind and render it impos-/ 


sible to reach a conclusion consistent 
with them all.” “No doubt,” added the 
court, “this principle might receive ex- 
tension ta other relations between offi- 
cers having the right to command and 
subordinates subject to such com- 
mand.” 
SOUTH CAROLINA AND COLORADO 

In South Carolina the Supreme Court 
strongly opposed the rule in Ross's case 
the court remarking: “It seems to us 
clear that unlers the conductor of a 
ratiroad train is, while in ye of the 
train, the representative of com- 
pany, then the train is being run with- 
charge o . and ev emplo 
on it is subject to his id sis 

The Ross decision. was also opposed 
by the Supreme Court of Colorado. The 
care calling for an application of the 
rule related to &@ superintendent or 
foreman engaged in extending a rall- 
road, who had negligently injured one 
of the men employed under him, The 
foreman had changed the tools and cars 
used in doing the work and employed 
and discharged the men. court re- 
marked that in no proper sense of the 
term was he a fellow-servant with the 
injured employé. company 
placed him in charge of the work, with 
full direction to control and supervise 
it, and he must be treated in reference 
to thie work as its representative—as 
vice-principal. The company is an- 
swerable to all the under servants for 
the negligence of such 4 representative 
while acting | within the of of his 
employment.* 

VIRGINIA, 


In Virginia this question has arisen 
several times since the decision in the 
Ross case, and the rule hae been ap- 
proved. In one of them while a train 
was still the. conductor required «a 
brakeman to get on a freight car and 
let off the brake. As he was getting on

“The negligence of the 
conductor was the negligence of the 
company.” 

ANOTHER FEDERAL CASE. 

The rule in the Roas case was after- 
ward applied by one of the judges who 
took part in its decision, Justice Miller, 
while sitting as a Circuit Court judge. 
A common hand engaged in distributing 
iron rails along the side of a railroad 
track, was injuréd through the negi!- 
gence of the engineer, who was man- 
aging the switching engine used in 
transferring cars from one place to an- 
other. After deciding that the common 
hand and the engineer were not fellow- 
servants he added that this was “the 
necessary result of the latest decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States on the same subject,” meaning 
the Ross case. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Lastly may be mentioned the ap- 
proval of this case by the Supreme 
Court of California, which regards the 
opinion of Justice Field as “learned 
and admirable.” The court also adds: 
“Courts have gone so far as to re- 
lieve from responsibility corporations 
acting through general agents within 
the scope of their authority, classing 
the foremen, managers and superin- 
tendents’ with those under them as co- 
laborers; but the Supreme Court of 
the United States begins to turn the 


COURT REVERSES ITSELF. 

Not an altogether vain hope so far 
as the State courts can aid in turn- 
ing the tide, but vain, indeed, with 
respect to the United States Supreme 
Court itself. 

For ere long it reversed itself, at- 
tacking its own rule. This was done 
in the case of Baugh against the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Railroad. A fireman 
was injured through the negligence of 


the engineer, both of whom were man-| 


aging an engine attached to a freight 
train. A sulle of the compaay pro- 
vided that “whenever a train or en- 
gine is run ‘without a conductor the 
engineman thereof will also be re- 
garded as conductor and will act ac- 
cordingly.” So the question under the 
operation of this rule was precisely 
like the question in Ross's case. Yet 
the court decided that both were fel- 
low-servants end conseguentiv the 
company war net Hable. She ressorns 
for this reversal, which vere stated 
by Justice Brewer, mav be given. 
“Prima facie,” he beszigt-—in other 
words, unless there is some proof to 
the contrary—‘“all who enter int the

All enter the of 
the same master, to further hia intcr- 
ests In the one enterpris+; ecch xnows 
when entering into that service that 
there is some risk of injury through 
the negligence of other employés, and 
that risk, which he knows exists, he 
assumed in entering into the employ- 
ment.” 

Justice Field was still a member of 
aa court and dissented most vigor- 

y from the majority, supported by 
the Justice. Last year the finish 
was made of the Ross case. Justice 
Shiras wrote the opinion of the ecurt 
and review at great length the Geci- 
tions rendered by the State courts, 
showing clearly enough that the rule 
in many of them was in harmony 
with the new rule established by the 
Federal Court. Thus the attempt 
made by the Supreme Court in the 
Ross case to convert a railway con- 
ductor into a servant or agent of bis 
employer has entirely failed, and 
etill ranks as a fellow-employé along 
with the brakeman and other train- 
men. Furthermore, it will be seen 
from the extract quoted from Justice 
Brewer's opinion that all the servants 
of a company generally are to be re- 
garded as fellow-servants and thus 
tke doctrine announced in the case of 
Priestly and Farwell, described in the 
first of this series of papers, has at 
last been stretched to include almost 
all servants working under a com- 
mon employer and relieving a m- 
pany or employer from all liabilit 

pond for their negiieence, on the 
ground that the employés, whether 

w or many, assumed the risk. Pos- 
sibly the Supreme Court might hold, 
in the case of a railroad company, 
that the president,. vice-president and 
sup¢trintendent and a few other offi- 
cers are {ts agents and not fellow- 
servants of the thousands working 
under their immediate or remote’ di- 
rection; but who are its agents and 
who are’ not? The last case, that of 
Conroy, leaves all in the dark. It 
smites down every rule that the courts 
have tried to draw between agents 
and non-agents employed by a com- 
pany; it shows that they are all based 
a sandy f°untation end ought 

not to stand. What, then, is left of 
this doctrine of fellow-service? We 
cannot see anything in the way of a 
Federal rule. It ts true that a few 
of the leading officers may still be 
regarded as agents, for whose acts 
their company may be liable, but the 
court does not take the trouble to 
define them. Perhaps it was not 
worth while, for they are so few and 
so remote from the work of most of 
the emp!oyés that no occasion is likely 
to arise In which they would incur 
any negligence whereby others would 
suffer, — 

It is quite im harmony “with the 
whittling away and overthrowing of 
this distinction, and the sweeping of 
almost every employé within the same 
common class, as fellow-servants, to 
diminish the Nability of employers for 
the competency of their employés 
and the fitness of the appliances they 
use. We have seen that while they were 
responsible for these In the beginning 
Maseachusetts has led off in declaring 
that an employer is not responsible for 
the negligence of an agent in not keep- 
ing them in repair. One would suppose 
that if it was responsible for the fit- 
ness or suitability of an appliance in 
the beginning it logically ought to be 
held responsible for keeping it in re- 
pair. Not so, says the Supreme Court 
of Massachusetts; we will apply a dif- 
ferent rule. The men who repair are 
fellow-agents with those who use the 
appliances, and therefore their com- 
mon master is not responsible for the 
conzequence.: It is true that the courts 
in most of the States repudiate this 
doctrine and hold with strong reason 
and sound logic that if an employer 
mush furnish safe and suitable appli- 
ances in the beginning he must also 

keep them in repair. It is true he 
cen furnish those which are not safe 
and suitable if those who use them 
know their true character and the de- 
fects are so obvious that they ought 
to have known them; but it shovld not 
be forgotten that whenever the master 
does this he is — as negligent 
with mg other servants who 
may be red by them, unless they 
also have — concerning them.

THOMAS KEARNS’S COURSE FROM 


Youth Spent in Poverty, but Now 
a Silver King—A Friend of Southern 
California and an Earnest Worker 
for San Pedro Harbor. 


The following facts concerning the 
life of the newly-elected United States 
Senator from Utah are furnished by a 
citizen of Los Angeles who is person- 
ally acquainted with Mr. Kearns: 

From a Pennsylvania coal mine to 
the United States Senate: such is the 
history of Thomas Kearns, the “Silver 
King” of Utah, whose life reads like a 
romance. 

Born in Pennsylvania of Irish par- 
entage, in the year 1855, his boyhood 
and youth were spent in hard work 
and poverty.” Such a life did not suit 
the elder Kearns, however, so in 1876 
the whole family, consisting of Mr. 
Kearns and wife and six children— 
four boys and two girle—came west to 
Nebraska. They settied in Holt county, 
locating on government land, and be- 
came members of the John O'Neill col- 
ony. The oldest boy was the first Sher- 
iff of Holt county, but was shot dead 
by a cowboy resieting arrest. 

Although Tom's father was a hardy 
and courageous pioneer, it was his 
mother's influence which was chiefly 
instrumental in molding his character. 
Many good stories are told of her kind- 
ness to wayfarers stopping at their 


house, and her whole-hearted cheer 
was greatly prised by the young folks 
of the surrounding country. One in- 
stance of her care for others, in par- 
ticular, might be mentioned, 

During the great bilzzard of Febru- 
ary 7, 1879, which raged over the en- 
tire State, the old Kearns home was 
crowded with refugees from the -icy 
storm, many of whom had been res- 


cued from death by a party organized 
by Mrs. Kearns herself. 


Tom was always a ;‘mother's boy.” 
and after he had made his fortune in 
the mines, spared no pains nor expense 
to provide comforts for her in her old 


age. 

A splendid shaft of marble erected by 
her son marks the last resting place of 
Mrs. Kearns, who died at O'Neill City 
in the year 1890. : 

Thomas was noted for his venture- 
some Udlsposition, and hearing of the 
great fortunes being made in the west- 
ern mines, started out alone tin the 
year 1889 and went to Utah, locating 
at Part: City. .He began as a day ia- 
borer in the mines, saved his money. 
and abovt two years later he and his 
partner, David Keats, acquired the 8ii- 
ver King mine, which proved to be a 
veritable bonanza. 

Mr. Kearns married a Ccaughter of a 
wealthy Uteh miner in 1888, and has 
one child. Mra. Kearns te a gentie- 
woman of the best type, and her influ- 
ence with ber husband ia boundless. 
She has an intimate knowledge of hi« 
affairs. political and financial, and will 
doubtless prove a valuable adviser to 
the new Senator. 

Mr. Kearns is a strong personality 
of the aggrestive type, yet withal he is 
a kindly man, generous to a fault. 
Since he has “struck it rich” hie former 
friends have not been forgotten, for 
many of his boyhood companions may 
be found today in his employ. and as 
a rule they are “holding down” the 
best jobe at his disposal. 

The fenator-elect is not what might 
be called an orator, yet he hae an 
abundance of Celtic fire and humor, 
and a vast amount of common senec, 
which enables him to make an excel- 
lent showing on the public platform. 
Although Utah has in Mr. Kearns a 
man who will prove a most valuable 
representative in the Senate, Southern 
California may well rejoice that she 
has in him a friend who has a lively 
interest in her nee’s. As one of the 
principa! directors in the San Pedro,

Unknown South America. 

[St. Louls Star:) It is almost three 
centuries since the Spaniards crossed 
South America from sea to sea; nearly 
every city on the coast was founded 
in the age of Columbia explorers; and 
yet today this next-door neighbor of 
ours is least’ known of all continents. 
There are not so many big white spaces 
showing unexplored country, on the 
map of Africa as on that of South Amer- 
ica. Another surprising fact is that, 
up to 1876, not a single government on 
that continent had sent out any ex- 
peditions or spent any money to ex- 
plore the unknown parts of their terri- 
tories. <A few explorers from North 
America and many more from Europe 
have made most of this country’s ad- 
ditions to our geographical knowledge 
of South America. Argentine and 
Chile are the exceptions to this state- 
ment, for these governments have made 
a systematic study of the mountain 
ranges along their common frontier, 
and have given much valuable infor- 
mation to the world. 


There still remains, however, a. 


Scarcely 
a traveler has crossed the northeastern 
states from Maranhao to Pernambuco, 
while the wide wilderness between the 
tributaries of the Amazon is com- 
pletely unexplored.

He. declared for the inalienable 
right of wesociation among tiaboring 
men for all lawful ends to better their 
condition, but, of course, the end must 
be lawful and just, he eaid, and like- 
wise t means used deny this 
right was to deny human liberty. But 
to push thie right to the detriment of 
public good, was to render it wrong. 
“The two factors in this right are 
man’s industry and intelligence. and 
the laws of peoples regulating it,”’ sald 
the bishop. “It is not absolute: the 
state has the right to eminent domain. 
to tax it for public purposes, and to see 
that private ownership does not conflict 
with the public good. The on 
of great wealth in itself is not wrong. 
He who acquires great wealth by sel- 
fish and heartless means, and uses or 
hordes it for selfish and heartless ends, 
is a public evil.” The Pope says that

Southwestern Extension 
to Try New Tactics. 


Good Strike Reported in 
. Wiley Canyon. 


Texas Scare ‘About Over— 
Erie’s New Directors—Dull 
Day on ’Change. 


Why have the operators in the south- 
western extension of the local field 
neglected the development of the first 
stratum of oll sand” 

This is a question that would-be oll 
producers in that field have been ask- 
ing themselves since it has been dem- 
onstrated in the northern arm, that 
shallow wells are paying propositions, 
and there scems to be no good reason 
for this neglect. In the southern arm 
a rich stratum of ofl eand runs through 
the field that many now believe couid 
be made to yield with as successful re- 
sults as that on the property of the 
B. & B., Loma Vista, racific Slope, 
Sterling and other operators in the 
northern extension. 

This opinion finds support in.the fact 
that carly this week the Nesedaie Cem- 
etery Association unzevercd a_ rich 
stratum of sand on its property soutn- 
east of Hauser Stigtion, at a shallow 


was 
reached. The well was baicd out and 
from the first sand oil was taken at 
the rate of twenty barrels a day. Thies 
showing would indicate that the weil 
would probably yield a steady fiow of 
ten barrels a day. Such wells are be- 
ing pumped at a profit in the northern 
extension, and the question is asked 
why not in the southern field. 

The logs of the various companies 
show that the first stratum was found 
at a shailow depth, but in almost ev- 
ery incident the oil sand was cased, as 
operators were of the opinioh that a 
larger body of oil sand was to be found 
at a lower depth. In thie they were 
more or lees correct, as has been proven 
by later development work, but the 
deep wells that have been drilled there 
have been put down with great ex- 


pense. 

On the property of the Congress Ol! 
Company the first sard was found at 
ninety feet and continued good for 
sixty feet. 

Aajoining the Congress on the east 
a well was drilled on the Croswell 
tract and in it sand was struck at 
87 feet and ended at 117 feet. South 
of the electric line on the same tra->t 
the sand was reached at from 45 feet 
to 166 feet. 

East of Hauser Station Pitcher and 
Garbutt drilied a hydraulic hoie, and 
in it the sands were found as follows: 
Pitet, 23 to 9 feet; second, 300 to 400 
feet; third, 760 to 806 fect. . 

A quarter of a mile east the Lion Oll 
Company found sand at thirty-one feet 
and it showed up weil fér twenty-two 


In almost every hole the first sand 
Was cased off, but in every one the 
stratum showed. up rich and would 
have paid had it been developed. The 
principal companies are now consider- 
the advisability of sinking shallow 
es, and it is alfhost certain that sev- 
eral will adopt that plan Of deveiop- 
ment, which seems the better one in 
view of its success to the northwest.

The Texas scare is now practically 
over and oll operators and well-owners 
in various parts of the count:y are fe>l- 
ing much casier to learn that the 
Texas product of the Beaumont we'l 
is not, ofl that can refine into an il- 
luminant at a profit. Of the effect of 
the oll on the price of petroleum in 
eastern markets, a correspondent in 
Toledo, O., writes: “The Texas prod- 
vet is bound to have o certain effect 


‘epon our market, as it can be utilized 


for fvel purposes and for lubrétcating 
grades. At the time the Tcxas gusher 
was drilled in it lcoked very much as 
though the operators of this field had 
better stop ihe drill, and many of them 
did, but they have recovered from the 
ecare and operations are once more On 
the go. The product of the new gusher 
ie a 2 to % gravity, and many siy 
that it is too heavy to hahdle by pipe 
lines. Still, J. M. Guffey af Pittsburgh 
and his associates, are building a 
fifteen-mile line of six-inch capacity 
from the well to Port Arthur, and are 
building a half-million barrels of stor- 
age. It docs not signify that anotner 
well of the ki will be found in the 
entire State Texas, and the prob- 
abilities are that the heavy flow of ol: 
i+ backed up with an ocean of sait 
water, similar to the famous weils 
~ompleted in Ohio, like the famous Mc- 
Murray well, midwaybetween Find- 
lay and North Baitimore. 
Murray well for six hours produced 
more ofl thon the great ee 
did in twenty-four hours. I esti- 
mated production was 40,000 barrels. 
but tt followed up with eait water. 
The famous Kirkbridge usher in 
Sandusky county. O., s‘art at about 
twenty thousand barrels, and for 
thirty consecutive days averaged bet- 
ter thon seven thousand barre's, and 
that was the cmount of ol! run into 
‘anks and pipe lines and saved. Now 
there is e wrrah that the Texas 
geyser is the largest in the world, but 
it can be seen that Ohio has in its day 
had two larger wells, and the indica- 
tions are that before many mco%s 
the Indiana field will come forward 
with a tremendous geyser, as the State 
has the gas field and pressure for just 
such a well. The California fie is 
another field that will, In time, turn 
up some big wells, as the heart of 
that field has not been found ae yet.
